Les*on« From the Brutes. 


The brute creation look up to man 


«s their god— and properly so; for this 
Is the Divine arrangement, that man 
should be the god to beasts, fish and 
fowl. Man is in the likeness of his 
Creator, who is the God of the Uni- 
verse. With what shame do we realize 
that the ox knoweth his owner and tbe 
ass his master's crib, yet man ignores 
his Maker, and seems bent upon for- 
getting Him!

Our Lord iu the parable of the \Vltea 


and tbe Tares dec-tares that He sowed 
good seed—pure Truth, Intended to 
bring forth true, loyal children of God. 
children of tbe Kingdom. He tells us 
also that when tbe Apostles bad fallen 
asleep in death tbe enemy, Satan, over- 
sowed the wheat-field with tare seed- 
false doctrines. 
St. Paul designated 


these "doctrines of devils." (1 Timothy 
4:1.) 
In due time the tare seed brought 


forth in the Church a terrible crop of 
demon doctrines, which have gone 
forth to the whole world to misrepre- 
sent God and Ills purposes.

It is time to tell them that God in- 


deed has been electing, or selecting, 
saintly ones, but not to the injury of

It Is time to tell the world that tbe
